In exercise of the puwers conferred by Sub-section ( 1 ) of Section 
1 of the Indian Lunacy Act, 1912 (IV of 1912) and in supersession 
of the previous rules issued under the Judicial DepartmentNotification 
dated 3rd November 1941 of the erstwhile Government of Cochin , 
Government are pleased to make the following rules : 

RULES 
Confinvoent of Criminal Lunatics. 
1. Criminal lunatics in Travancore-Cochin may be contined in 
the cell moons att to the Mental Hospital at Owlampara, : 
Trivandrum or Mental Hospital, Trichur. 

1. (1) A Magistrate or Court ou passing an orderhier section 
466 (2 ) or 471 (t) of the Codeof Criminal Procedure , 1998 , detaining 
a person in the cell referred to in Rule 1, for sale custody shall , if the 
lunatic is confined in a sub- jail , forward to the District Magistrate 
within whose jurisdiction the suhjail is situate lwo copies of the 
following documents : 

(a) the judgment of the court. 
(h) deposition ofthe medical witness 

(c) medical history sheet in Form A appended lillese Rules. 

(2 ) If the lunatic is confined in a Central Jail, un copy 
the said documents shall be forwarded , to the lospector- General 
of Prisonswhen the lunatic is confined in the Ceniral Jail, Trivandrum 
or to the Superintendent of Central Jail , Viyyur when the lupatic 
is confused in the Central Jail, Viyyur and one copy to the District 
Magistrate were the jail is situate... 

(3) The District Magistrate or the inspector-General of 
Prisons or the Superintendent of the Central Jail, Viyyur, as the case 
may be, shall arrange for the transfer of the lunatic to either if thic 
Mental Hospitals. referred to in Rule I and shall at once give nutice of : 
the transfer to the Superintendent of the concerned Mental Hospital, 
forwarding to him at the same time one copy of the documents 
specified above . 

11. (1) An authority to whom the summary of . Court Martial 
is reported or a confirming officer, as the case may be, acting under 
section 145 (4 ) of the Indian Army Act, 1950 , may , un reeipt of 30 
Hirder issued by the Central Governent under Section 145 ( ) of the 
said Act, arrange for the transfer of the lunatic, if detained in custody 
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in a place other than in a jail, to the Mental Hospital, Volampara or 
to the Mental Hospital, Trichur and give notice of the transfer to the 
Superintendent of the Hospital, forwardiog to him at the same time 
the following documents : 

(a ) the order of the Central Government issued under 
Section 145 ( ) of the Indian Army Act, 1950 ; 

(b ) the judgment of the Court ; 
(c) deposition of the medical sitness; and 

(d) medical history sheet in Form A appended to these rutes. 

(2) If the lunatic is confined in a sub- jail or central jail, the 
authority to whom the summary of a Court Martial is reported of the 
confirming officer, as the case may be, shall forward the documesits 
referred to in sub-rule (1) to the District Magistrate within whose 
jurisdiction the sub-jail is situate when the lunatic is confined in a 
sul - jail or to the Lispector-General of Prisons, Trivandrum when 
he is confined in the Central Jail , Trivandum ; or to the Superintendent 
of the Central Jail, Viyyur, when he is confined in the Central Jall, 
Viyyur who shall arrange for his transfer to the Mental Hospital, 
Oolampara or to the Mental Hospital, Trichur, in the manne i laid 
down in Rule 11 (3) . 

Treatment of Criminal Lunatics . 
IV . Criminal Junatics shall , on admission into the Mental 
Hospital, be required to wear the prescribed dress , They shall 
be kept apart from all others in a special enclosure and shall not be 
permitted to go beyond the bounds of this cnclosurc , except by 
order of the Superintendent of the Hospital: 

Provided that a criminal lunatic whose crime is of a trivial 
nature and not an offence against the person , and who does not show 
aggressive symptoms, may, on the recommendation of the visitors 
of the Mental Hospital and under the order of the Government, 
be treated in accurlince with the rules governing the treatment of 
non -criminal lunatics. 

V. Criminal lunatics are required to perform as part of their 
treatment such daily duties as may be assigned to thein under the orders 
of the Superintendent of the Hospital. 

Discharge of Criminal Lunatics 
VI. When a criminal lunatic admitted into the Mental Hospital 
under section 466 (2 ) of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 
ecovers and is found fit to stand his trial, the Superintendent of the 
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Mental Hospital shall, on the approval of the visitors intimate the 
fact to the Magistrate before whom , or to the Court before which , 
he was charged, in order that such Magistrate , or Court may take 
action under section 467 of the said Code to secure the appearance 
of the recovered lunatic. The said Superintendent shall, at the 
same time, forward to the Magistrate or Court the undermentioned 
papers : 

(1) a medical history sheet in Form A appended to these 
rules . 

(ii ) abstract from the case book detailing the chief events 
in his history, together with recorded opinions (with dates ) regarding 
his mental attitude while under observation in the Mental Hospital 

VII. ( 1) When a criminal lunatic admitted in the Mental 
Hospitals referred to in Rule I in pursuance of an order passed by the 
Central Government under Section 145 (s) of the Indian Army-Act, 
1950 certificd by the Medical Officer , and approved by the visitors 
of the Mental Hospital that the lunatic has recovered and is fit, the 
Superintendent of the Mental Hospital shall intimate the fact to the 
authority to whom the sumitiary of a courtmartial is reported 
or the confirming officer as the case may be, and at the same time 
forward to him the following documents : 

(o) a medical history sheet in Form A appended to thiese 


rules ; 


(b) abstract from the case book detailing the chief events 
in his history together with recorded opinion (with dates) regarding 
his mental attituske while under observation in the Mental Hospital ; 
and 

(c) Jischarge certilicate. 

(2) The criminal lunatic shall be detained in the Mental 
Hospital till instructions are received as to his disposal. 

VI . When a recovered criminal lunatic is transferred from 
the Mental Hospital to a jail , thi Superintendent of the said Mental 
Hospital shall forward to the Inspector Gedural of Prisons, Trivan 
crum , when he is transferred to the Central Jail, Trivandrum , or 
to the Superintendent of Central Jail , Viyyoor when lunatic is 
transferred to the Central Jail, Viyyoor, a copy of the lunatic s 
medical liistory sheet, together with a starement showing the manurer 
in which he has been employed in the said Mental Hospital up to 
the tune of his transfer. 

IX . When a criminal lunatic so transferred to a jail has a relapse 
of insanity he shall be immediately retransferred to the Mental 


Hospital. With kim shall be sent, in addition to the certificate 
in Form 3 of Schedule i to the Indian Lunacy Act, 1912, an abstract 
of his history ticket while in jail. 

X. "When the visitors of the Mental Hospital intento re 
commend under Section 474 of the Code of Criminal Procedure , 
1898, the release of any lunatic confined under Section 466 or Section 
471 of the said Code, they shall , through the Superintendent of the 
Mental Hospital communicate with the authorities of the district 
to which the lunatic belongs to discover whether the patient whose 
release they intend to recommend has any friends or relatives to 
take charge of him . 

xi. The cases et criminal lunatics aetained under Section 471 
vi de Code of Criminal l rocedure, 1898, shall be submitted by 
the Superintendent of the Mental Hospital, to the Government, 
through the Inspector General of Prisons when lunatic is confined 
in the Mental Hospital, Oolampara and through the Superintendent 
of Central Jail, Viyyoor when the lunatic is contined in the Mental 
Hospital, Trichur, for orders regarding release on security. 

Return relating to Criminal Lunatics. 
Xu, A return of criminal lunatics confined in the Mentai 
Hospital shall be furnished respectively by the visitors of the Mentat 
Hospital concemned, and the Inspector General of Prisons and the 
Superintendent of Central Jail, Viyyoor, hy thie ist February and 
tlıc ist August of each year . A list of uurecovered criminal lunatic 
recommended for release will also be furnished by the saine dates . 

The return shall be in Forms B, C and D for the Mental llospitals 
and in the case of the jails in Forin Eppended to these Rules. 

The names of criminal lunatics dying during the half -year shall 
be entered in the report that accompanies the half yearly renums, 
the cause of death being also stated , 


Note : In the event of the lunatic baving at any time exhibited a 

tendency to violence , the visitors of the Mental Hospi. 
tal should satisfy themselves that a suítrient length of time 
hos elapsed since suclımanifestation to render a recurrence 
improbable and that the sureties are in a position to control 
the actions of the lunatic should it recur.

Medical History Sheet for Lunatics. 
This medical history sbect shall be prepared by the Superintendent 
of the Mental IIospital in cases where the discharge of a person from 
the Mental Hospital is in question and by the Medical Ofticer who 
prepared the certificate of insanity in Form 1 of Schedule I to the 
Indian Lunacy Act, 1912, in cases where such a certificate is given . 
In the cases of persons acquitted by criminal courts on the ground 
of insanity at the time of the commission of the crimes charged , 
the medical history sheet will be prepared by the acquitting court 
in communication, if necessary , with a Medical Officer. In alt 
cases the information required to fill headings 27 and 28 may generally 
he obrained from the District Magistrate .
